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Navel Crop Spotted, Smaller 
Than Expected, Report Says 


Inspectors from the San Ber- 
nardino county department of 
agriculture report that in the Up- 
land-Ontario district the . navel 
crop is very spotted and smaller 
than expected. In a portion of 
the Upland, Cucamonga and Alta 
Loma districts, the prospects are 
a little better. 

Harvesting will not get under 
way in this gection of the county 
until after the first part of the 
veat. Reports from the depart- 
ment say that the ‘fruit is well- 
colored, and it is expected that 
the maturity test will be will over 
the minimum. 


In the eastern part of the coun- 
ty, the first groves being picked 
indicate = lower production than 
expected. The fruit is still grow- 
ing, however, and later pickings 
may show greater volume, the 
report added. Packing houses 
now operating show 200 and 220 
sizes in the majority, with a good 
sprinkling of larger sizes. 

The valencia crop appears 
about the same as previously re- 
ported, it is somewhat spotted but 
developing well the county over. 

Jemon picking has increased 
a little this month. The pickings 
are generally light, except on the 
younger more vigorous groves. 
Fruit is being shipped directly to 
the markets rather than being 
stored as was partially the case

And should a business setback develop — as some 
economists have predicted but others disputed—it will be 
tougher on many businesses in a tax way than if it had 
occurred this year. 

Here’s why: (But remember, all this has to do only 
with taxes paid by corporations: not with taxes paid by 
individuals). 

The corporation tax relief provision known as the “ex- 
cozs profits carry-back” expires on December 31. 

This provision— written into an early wartime tax act 
in an effort to help business reconvert to peacetime pur- 
suits—has been a cushion against falling postwar profits, 
whether due to strikes or other causes. 

Not all “carry-back”—or “carry forward’’—tax relief 
for business will be dead at year's end, however. Tax 
refunds can still be had for actual operating losses next 
year. But not for sub-standard profits. 

The difference is this: 

If it costs a company more to operate in 1947 than that 
company takes in, it can get a refund on the taxes it paid 
en either 1945 or 1946 profits. This is an “operating loss 
carry-back”’. 

If the company didn't make a profit in either 1945 or 
1946, and still doesn’t in 1947, it can reduce the taxes on 
any profits it makes in 1948 or 1949 by using its 1947 loss 
as an offset. That's an “operating loss carry-forward”. 

But if it makes a profit next year, it won't get any re- 
fund—no matter if the profit is but a tiny fraction of what 
it made in the years just before the war. The reason: 
1946 is the last year for relief under the “excess profits 
carry back”, .
